THE WHITE i'BONT CLOSED. 


A Business Failure— John Irwin Makes 


nn Assignment. 


Prom Afondov*« DaSlv> 


The retail clothing and gents' furnish- 


ing goods establishment, in poetoffice 
block, known as the " White Front, " 
conducted during tke past two years by 
Mr. John Irwin, was closed late Saturday 
evening by Sheriff Foster on judgment 
sxeoutions in favor of the following Deoa- 
lur parties: Peddecord, Burrows & Co., 
bankers, $1,683.06; V. Barber, L. Bur- 
•ows and William M. Boyd, $1,700,14; 
Volney Barber, 86,393,20; Moses Irwin, 
8231,12— making the total of oonfesssed 
judgments $13,018.02. 
The doors were 


jlosed at 9 o'clock, at about which time 
Mr. Irwin made a voluntary assignment 
to Mr. J. N. Baker. No attachment had 
been served on Mr. Irwin during Saturday 
night. Mr. Irwin stated to a REPUBLICAN 
reporter that he attributed his embarrass- 
ments principally to the bad seasons and 
the general dullness in business growing 
out of the partial failure of the crops. 
The remarkably cool summer of 1883 
made business dull, and the absence of 
very cold weather last fall up to Decem- 
ber prevented a healthy sale of heavy 
goods with which the store is now largely 
stocked. 
He did business on a close 


margin, and he feels confident that he 
would have come through the breakers 
safely but for tho fact that sales were 
slow and that drafts for considerable 
amounts came tumbling in somewhat in a 
heap on Saturday. Mr. Irwin states that 
his liabilities are about 820,000, and that 
the stock, which is large, complete, and 
some parts of it quite expensive, is worth 
$30,000, He thinks that if it is managed 
judiciously the stock will pay off all 
claims against the establishment. 


Mr, Irwin, who of course feels badly 


over his misfortune, is yet undecided 
whether or not he will re-engage in the 
clothing business. 


Much sympathy has been expressed by 


our people for Mr. Irwin. Ho built up a 
good trade and would certainly have 
come out in good shape but for the dull 
and bad seasons which left him with a 
large stock on hand which in ordinary 
times would have moved briskly and 
afforded him the ready cash with which 
to meet bis obligations.

It Has Come to Stay—Long May it 


Eernaln. 


The Jenney electric light, which is far 


better than the Brush, was turned on Sat- 
urday evening for the first time, and it 
gave immense satisfaction. Dr. S. T, 
Trowbridge, president of the company 
that supplies it, has received many con- 
gratulations from our citizens who take 
more than a skimming interest in this 
enterprise. It is a good business invest- 
ment and cannot fail to prove a popular 
light, as it is so far superior to gas, which 
looks like "tallow dips" beside the white 
lights furnished by electricity. There 
were 35 lights burning Saturday night— 
three at the tabernacle, two outside lights 
on the old square which lit it up splen- 
didly, two at the New Deming, two at the 
St. Nicholas, two at Ferriss & Co.'s, one 
at J. K. Bace & Co.'s, one at D. W. Bren- 
neman & CO.'B, one at Flenry's, one at the 
Palace hotel, and at other places in the 
city. At no point was the light anything 
but a success and so it was voted. The 
Jenney plant cost, with everything com- 
plete, including six miles of insulated 
wire on poles, $13,000, and the plant can 
furnish only 50 hgbts; but another 50- 
light plant can be put hi for $11,000, and 
there will be a demand for the additional 
lights in a short time. The enterprise 
cannot fail to be a success. 


It is now nearly six months since the 


agitation began here with reference to 
the introduction of the electric light, and 
to the persistent efforts of Dr. Trowbridge 
is the main credit due for the final suc- 
cess of the matter, after less enthusiastic 
men had given up in despair. To Dr. 
Trowbridge it was a labor of love, as well 
as a business enterprise. He has for many 
years made a study of electrical science 
and its cognate subjects, and is probably 
more at home in these branches than any 
other citizen of Deoatur. Long ago, be- 
fore the war, he had made discoveries in 
the practical application of electricity (is 
a mechanical agent which men of capital 
stood ready to back up with their money, 
but which were lost sight of in the escite- 
mcnt following the outbreak oE the war, 
into which the doctor went to remain for 
four years. In the years that followed, 
however, whether in the practice of his 
profession or serving his government in a 
foreign laud, he never lost his love for 
electrical science, and has steadily kept 
up with the march of progress in that 
field of thought. We are glad to know 
that at the head of the Decatnr Electric 
Light company he will find congenial 
duties, and, we trust, a lucrative reward 
as well. Certain it is that no better man 
for the place could be found.

Ceremonies at Knights of Pythias 


Castle Hall and Grand Ball 


Addressee by Grand Prelate Blcks and 


Bev. Gibb.

Yesterday was the twentieth anniver- 


sary of the organization of the noble or- 
der of Knights of Pythias in the world, 
and the occasion was celebrated through- 
out the land. In Decatur the anniver- 
sary was made doubly interesting, be- 
cause Cceur de Leon Lodge, No. 17, of 
this city, dedicated their new castle hall 
on the third floor of the F. A. Korsmyer 
building, corner of North Main and Wil- 
liam streets, the length of which ia 100 
feet and the width 31 feet, with excellent 
north, east and west light, and the best of 
ventilation. The ante-room 
and drill 


room are large and pleasant, and the 
lodge room proper which in 31 by 50 feet 
in size with lofty ceiling, is one of the 
finest and best arranged in this city of 
many secret organizations. It is richly 
furnished with a fine ingrain carpet, solid 
furniture trimmed with crimson plush, 
and a profusion of appropriate paintings 
and steel engravings adorn the white 
walls. The ante-rooms are also hand- 
somely furnished, and the closets for the 
regalia and uniforms are large and con- 
veniently arranged. 


The dedicatory ceremonies commenced 


at 7:30 o'clock last evening, and contin- 
ued until 9—there being present a large 
number of visitors, who were cordially 
received by the courtly knights who wore 
their neat uniforms and plumed cape, 
with rattling swords at their sides. 


Sir Knight L. H. Clark, 0. 0., called 


the assembly to order, and directed the 
officers to take their respective places. 
Then followed a brief address by the pre- 
siding officer stating the object of the 
gathering and extending a welcome to all 
visitors.

THE ADDRESSES. 


Rev. Gibb opened the speech making 


by addressing nimself principally to ob- 
jects of the order, whicu he stated 
were designed to raise and elevate the 
smndaid ut manhood, teaching faith in 
the universal brotherhood oC man, closing 
with an eloquent tribute to Pytnianiem. 
Just before iheexercises began additional 
decorations for tue hull were brought in 
and placed near the commander's chair, 
1'hey included a beautiful floral design, 
"F. C. B.,1' and a large and skillfully 
made banner of evergreens and flowers— 
"Knights of Pythias Hall," which was the 
loving work of Mrs. Samuel Winegardner, 
widow of the only member ol the lodge 
buried with the honors of the organiza- 
tion in this city. These handsome deco- 
rations were greatly admired, and on be- 
half of the lodge Rev. Gibb spoke the 
grateful thanks of the knights for the 
kind remembrance of Mrs. Winegardner. 


GRAND PBILATE RIOKS. 


The dedicatory address was delivered 


by Hon. James B. Kicks, of Taylorville, 
grand prelate of the Grand Lodge of 
Knights ol Pythias. He ia a young man 
who has risen rapidly in the lodge ranks. 
He spoke for nearly 50 minutes, compli- 
menting the Decatur knights on the fine 
appearance of their new castle hall, and 
gave a clear and succinct history of the 
knightly order, which was founded on 
the beautiful story of Damon and Pythias. 
He stated that the order had its birth in 
the world first at Washington City, D. C., 
on February 19, 1864, Justus H, Bath- 
bone, who is still living in Washington, 
being the founder of the same. He and 
four other gentlemen became members of 
the first lodge in the world, and to-day 
after a lapse of twenty years there are 
130,000 Knights of Pythias in the United 
States. In Illinois the first lodge was 
organized at Chicago May 14,1869, and 
now there are 84 lodges in the state hav- 
ing a membership of nearly 6,000. The 
Jiecatur lodge has a membership of 83, 
and it includes within its folds many of 
our wealthy and benevolent citizens. Mr. 
Ricks closed his eloquent and instructive 
address with an explanation of the objects 
and purposes of the order, which are 
briefly summed up in these 
words: 


"Friendship, Charity and Benevolence." 


The closing ceremonies inclined the 


pinging of an ode by the knights and the 
benediction. 


It will be of interest to state in this 


connection that Cojur de Leon Lodge 
was organized on Feb. 21,1871, and now 
has a membership of 83. The lodge is in 
excellent financial condition, not owing a 
cent. The present officers are: P C—A.

just born into the world, its senses 
just opening to the world—the eye, 
the ear and the touch—of the im- 
pressions from the external world 
showering down upon those senses- 
there is the beginning. 
The waves 


of ether from the bright light beat 
upon the eye and the child at once 
distinguishes the bright light from 
darkness. 
Soon bright colors attract 


the attention; and so it begins at 
the outset to study optics, discover- 
ing light and shade. Form next 
comes into its consciousness. There- 
by it learns to distinguish its mother 
or nurse from othnr people. 
I was 


to'd of an experiment tried lately by 
a teacher at a kindergarten. A very 
young child had been accustomed to 
see a bright dress upon its mother, 
and knew her only by color. A young 
kdy friend put on the mother's dress 
and came into the room whore thebaby 
•«as, and was immediately taken for 
the mother. The child had not pro- 
gressed far enough to distinguish 
between them by fora. 
Other chil- 


dren weie similarly experimented 
upon, but they had been educated in 
form and color so as riot to be mis- 
taken. 
After discovering optics and 


forms the child begins to study 
sound, and soon distinguishes the 
mother's voice from any other voice. 
It also learns to distinguish striking 
sounds from sounds produced other- 
wise. Next follows the knowledge of 
number. As soon as a child has one 
pain and one pleasure it begins to 
learn number; when it reslizfas two 
pains and two pleasures it has learn- 
ed number. It is just as easy for 
the child to learn number by the use 
of cubes and triangles as by illus- 
trating with oianges and apples 
And so soon as the little child can 
locate a pain withm its body—in one 
of its limbs or its head—there is lo- 
cality, the beginning of geography. 
Its staking, kicking and wriggling 
enables it to discover the smoothness 
and roughness of bodies. The child 
next begins to study its own form— 
its hands and feot. I never shall 
forget the pleasure and surprise that 
my own little boy showed when he 
discovered that he had ears. 
When 


he put his hand on the side of his 
head and found something that he 
had not known of before, there was 
a thrill of discovery. This joy of 
discovery is like that which thrills 
every tiue discoverer. 
Wo can see 


these powers of discovery in the first 
few weeks or months of the child's 
life."

Here Mr. Lormg gave the contents of a 


letter about the Bloomington brick pave- 
ment, a copy of which is given below. 
The letter is from a Bloomington official: 


"We have used Mac Adam, Nicholson 


Burnetized pine, cedar blocks, both red 
and white, opngo orange, nibble stpno 
blocks from Johet quarries, nnd brick. 
The brick is tho only pavement that gives 
general satisfaction. The block on tho 
we^t side of the public square was put 
down B years ago, last September, or 
September 1877. It has never had a dol- 
lar expended for repairs, has been dug 
through for scwor, gas and water con- 
nections and is to-day a first-class pave- 
ment and has been subjected to the 
heaviest drayage and travel iu the city. 
We have put down brick for $1.20 per 
square pard and none has cost over $1.50. 
1 wotild not keep Mac Adam iu repair for 
that for G years. Nothing like hard brick 
properly burned and laid as we lay them," 


Loring said in icply to inquiries that 


ho had figured cost of Bloommgton brick 
pavirjg to foot up $205 a square yard or 
81.10 n front foot. The brick would have 
to be brought hero from Bloomiugtou, us 
it could not be made in Decatur. Mayor 
Chambers has some ot it in front of his 
residence. 


Then followed much talk about the 


sewerage feature of the improvement. 
Some thought that the street, if it is to 
be made a business street, should first be 
supplied with a proper sewer, that water 
and gas pipes should be put in, and that 
each property owner be compelled to tap 
the eewcr. Mayor Chambers thought the 
sewer question should not disturb or hin- 
der the proposed improvement, as it is 
well-known that there is not now e suffi- 
cient outlet, aud because he believed that 
all sewers should be put in the alleys, 
not in the street?. B. Stine, who owns 
SO feet of dead wall frout on Mnin street, 
and a frontage of 22 feet on the square, 
expressed himself as opposed to the pav- 
ing suggested, because the expense is too 
large for the benefit to be derived. The 
improvement would l)r.r.>_'iH a few, and he 
had no objections to ninbody else making 
the improvement. 
Ti" the pavement was 


ordered it would cofic him from $500 Iu 
$600, with but little benefit. He thought 
that a proper sewer should firt,t be built 
in the street. He believed the proposi- 
tion premature. Dr. Walston spoke on 
the sower feature and stated that he had 
already paid out $205 for private sewer- 
erugo. He thought the street the worst 
place for a sewer, 


Theo. Nelson asked the mayor if he 


thought if the commissioners wereto assess 
20 per cent, of the cost of paving against 
the city, would the city fork over that 
amount. The Mayor believed the city- 
would comply with the decision of the 
commissioners. Aid. Parke thought that 
before any more sewers are built any- 
where in town, that proper outlets should 
be secured, as those now in use are a pos- 
itive nuisance. If we wait till sewers are 
put in the paving improvement will come 
to a standstill. Geo. Nebinger was in fa- 
vor of first paving the old square, the 
putting in oC sewers, and make a perma- 
nent, solid job of the improvement if it is 
done at all. E. D. Bartholomew said he 
represented Mrs Powers, and that she 
was opposed to the improvement. Dr. 
Walstoa took occasion to remark that he 
thought the figures of Mr. Loring some- 
what appalling. Aid. Parke arose to state 
that in conversation with Mr. Post he 
stated that the Springfield block pave- 
ment cost S 1.92 per svuare yard, with 10 
per cent, off for cash, and he didn't think 


block paviug would cost Decatur that 
much, as we have gravel here at home. 
T. L. Antrim said he had no money_ to 
squander, but he was iu favor of the im- 
provement. H. W. Bartholomew said he 
was opposed to ic, and so did W. C. Pit- 
ner. Theo. Nelson thought the proposed 
improvement premature nnd was op- 
posed to it. E. D. Bartholomew stated 
he had interviewed the property owners 
personally about the matter and had 
the figures to show that parties owning 
1,100 feet of frontage favored the paving 
scheme and others owning 1,760 feet front- 
age opposed it. Mr. Priest believed that 
good paving could be had at $1.00 a 
square yard, but at the figures given it 
would cost him $3,000 to 84,000 and more, 
if he is compelled to pave six feet of the 
road bed of bis street car track, as was 
suggested. E. H. McClelland stated that 
it was his understanding if a majority of 
the property owners opposed the improve- 
ment, then the council would haveHno 
right to impose the expense. He was in 
favor of some plan by which the improve- 
ment could be made at a reasonable ex- 
pense. He conld pay 850, but if the ex- 
pense was much greater he might not be 
able to pay it. Charles Laux wanted t» 
know if the plan included paving the old 
square, and if so he wanted a voice in tho 
matter. Alderman Parke, who offered 
the first resolution in the council, stated 
that the proposition was to commence at 
the south side of the old square. 


An amendment offered that the street 


be payed by cobbling was lost by a large 
majority.

The motion was declared lost. Frank- 


lin Priest did not vote, because he said ha 
could not do so unlesa he knew what sort 
of paving was to be used and how it was 
to be done. T A Pritchett and F A Le- 
forgee retired before the vote was taken. 


Pending a motion to adjourn Mr. Priest 


offered the following resolution: 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this 


meeting and of the property owners that 
the old square and North Main street be 
improved by cobbling. 


Mr. Nelson raised a point of order, the 


resolution was not entertained, and the 
meeting adjourned, the opponents of the 
paving scheme 
crowing and looking 


happy. 
It seemed to be the feeling that the 


street ought to be paved as far north as 
North street, but if it is done at all only 
the best pavement at the lowest cost will 
be used. There were a good many prop- 
erty owners absent, and it follows that 
the improvement, which must come soon- 
er or later, not only on the square and 
North Main street, but on other streets as 
well, will bo more or less discussed by 
those who will have to foot the bills. 
It 


is an important subject, and the airing it 
received last night will do no harm, but 
will increase the interest among the peo- 
ple and enlighten them as to cost and 
nature ot solid "bed-rock" for our streets. 
Decatur is a progressive, go-ahead ^city, 
and we predict that ere long her citizens 
will be crying for block or some other 
good pavement. Of course those living 
in the "suburbs" will object, 'but if the 
paving is put down only in the business 
fiectiou of the city, (hey will uot be as- 
sessed and will have no cause for com- 
plaint.

"UNOLH DICK" AT HOME. 


Franc B. Wilkie, the veteran cor- 


espondent and editor, has been vis- 
ting Ex-Gox. Oglesby at his home 
n Lincoln, and contributes the re- 
ult of his interview in the shape of 
a whole page article to the Chicago 
Tribune of Saturday. 
The sketch 


s an eiceedingly readable one, from 
which we shall make a few extracts. 
Che following will be read with in- 
west by the Governor's old neigh- 
>ors in this vicinity, to many of 
whom the story will doubtless be 


new, 
although it haa been told here 


>ef ore: 


"How was it, Governor," queried 


he visitor, "that you, a Kentuckian, 
jecame such a confirmed abolition- 
st?" 


"Well, for many reasons, but one 


of the principal ones came from a 
negro man called 'Uncle Tim.' 
He 


was a slave who had descended from 
my grandfather to my father, and 
was the only one in the family. 
My 


father died when I wos a small boy, 
and we became embarrassed, and in 
order to divide up what little there 
was left 'Uncle Tim' had to be sold. 
I well remember him as he stood up 
on a box to be ready for the sale. 
Ho was a powerful man, far above 
the average hight, with a manly 
bearing, a line face, and a skin as 
black as ebony. He had always been 
very fond of us children, and I 
thought almost as much of him as if 
tie had been my own father. 
As he 


stood waiting he implored, with tears 
treaming from his eyes, a brother of 
my father to buy him. That was 
impossible, and, observing his dejec- 
ion and surmising its cause, I said: 


'"Uncle Tim, I am going to work 


to earn money, and when I get 
enough I will buy you and set you 
free.' 


"His face lighted up with pride 


and pleasure as I said this, bul 
which was immediately followed by 
a look of despair. 
He came down, 


lifted me up in bis arms, and saic 
sadly: 'Thanks, Marse Dick, yon are 
a pore orphan and won't never be 
rich enough to buy Uncle Tim.' 
He 


was sold, and being past his prime 
only brought some $400. 


"I moved to Illinois in time; ] 


struggled; I went back to Kentucky 
and grew no richer. 
I used to see 


Uncle Tim occasionally, and I al 
ways assured him that some day '. 
would buy him. He always seemec 
to listen to me gratefully, but appa 
renfcly had no hope of my success 
In 1849 I wont to California, and af 
ter much effort I made a few thou 
sand dollars, and then returned t 
the States. 
The first thing I die 


was to fulfill my promise. 
I sen 


the money to my brother, and Uncle 
Tim was purchased. 


"I was standing in front of thi 


porch of my brother's house soon 
days later when Uncle Tini came ou 
of a piece of woods a little distanc 
away and approached along a path 
way. 
It was a striking picture— 


such as I never before or since hav 
witnessed. He WHS a giant in stat 
ure; 
his abundant 
gray hair wa 


thrown back on his shoulders, hi 
face was livid and ashen, reminding 
one of the statue of Moses by Mi 
chael Angelo. His countenance wa 
aglow"—here Oglesby rose to hi 
feet, and 
with 
expanded 
ches 


brought his upraised arm down wit] 
the sweep of a sledge-hammer, ani 
continued—"and shone as if lighte< 
by the very presence of the Holy 
Ghost. 
When he caught sight o 


me he stopped, threw back his head 
raised his arms far above him, an 
exclaimed: 'My God! my God! ha 
the little orphan boy lived to buj 
and set me free!' 


"Then he put his arms about 


and tried to lift me as in the olc 
days, but he had grown too wea! 
and I had grown too large. 
'You 


can't 1'fe mo any more, Uncle Tim,' 
said. 
'No,' he answered in a sac 


tone; and then with an exulting ton 
he shouted, as he turned his face to 
wards the sky, 'Hallelujah! Hallelu 
jah! I'so free!'" 


More About "Uncle Dick." 
The Chicago Tribune's sketch 


Ex-Gov. Oglesby contains a good 
many things that would not be new 
to our readers, so many of whom 
have known the subject for so long 
but sandwiched among the familia 
things are others brought out by thi 
correspondent which have all thi 
freshness of a new book. 
Speaking 


of his early experiences in Illinoii 
and Indiana, with an uncle who vi 
brated between Decatur and Ken 
tucky, remaining no more than i 
year at any one place, the correspon 
dent tells this story: 


Referring to this portion of his 


life the Governor tells how near he 
once came. to crossing the Stygian 
River, and of a curious mental state 
developed during the occurrence o: 
the event. He went in swimming 
with a neighboring lad, although he 
could not swim a stroke. He man 


aged, of course, to get beyond his 
leptb, and at once sank. 


"I had heard," he said, "that when 


a person in the water goes down the 
hird time he drowns. 
I counted 


listinctly the number of times I 
sank, and when I went down the 
hird time I said to myself: 
'Now I 


am dead!' Every event of my life 
mssed before me with vivid distinct 
less, but without creating any pecu- 
iar feeling. I saw them go by as if 
,hey were a swif tly-moving panorama 
! was dead, I knew I was dead, and 
[ died without s struggle or pain of 
any kind whatever." 
With the aid 


of some men in a neighboring mill 
jis companion fished him oat, and in 
lalf an hour he was restored to life 
and consciousness. He suffered in- 
.ensely during the progress of his re 
covery, his misery being augmented 
ay the fact that he had gone bathing 
without 
permission. 
His feelings 


during the period of his sinking and 
iis sensations, or rather the absence 
of them, as he sank the last time— 
lie convictions that he WHS dead, are 
xperiences all unique in their char- 
acter—and develop 
some carious 


psychological facts. 


AN AOTOH. 


The year came to an end. and the 


uncle again prepared to flit to some 
other locality. 
This time he did not 


take his nephew with him; he gave 
tiim his benediction and a dollar, 
and started him towards the grand 
rallying point, Decatur, while he 
took up his lino of march for Indian- 
apolis. 
At this point in his life the 


future Senator from Illinois had a 
silver dollar in his pocket, his future 
before him, and a walk of a hundred 
miles to Decatur. The trip has some 
points of interest in that tho young 
trump was taken for a runaway ap- 
prentice, arid in the further fact thnt 
he carno near becoming an actor, in 
which caso thero would have been 
material chariga of his after life.

a placo known as Wallace's he found 
a troupe of playpra known as tho 
Jeffersocs (were they any kin of the 
famous Joe?). The Governor speaks 
as follows: 


"The company consisted of an old 


gentleman, a son, and two or throe 
daughters.

while sitting around the big log fire 
I crouched down between the ok 
man and the jam of the fireplace 
After a time the old gentleman, turn 
ing to me, put his hand on my head 
in a kindly manner, and said: 'M; 
boy, would you like to become a 
showman?'

Th 
morning came at last, and with al 
ternate dashes of hope and fear 
waited my fato. 
The teams wer 


brought out, and as they were abou 
to stare the old gentleman came t 
me and said: 'My boy, I should lik 
very much to have you. I hav 
talked to my daughters and Mr. Wai 
lace about you. 
Mr. Wallace says h 


knows your uncle and others of you 
relatives, and he thinks perhaps w 
had best not take you.' My disap 
pointment over this conclusion wa 
poignant, for I was most anxious ti 
go with them." 


LEARNING A TRADE. 


In 1840, by the advice of soni' 


of

relatives, 
he 
conclude! 


to learn a trade. He selected car 
pentry, and was sent back to Ken 
tucky, as if that were the only plac 
in which a man could acquire thu 
difficult profession—if it may be si 
termed. He remained in Kentucky 
learned the trade, did odd jobs o 
carpentry, and in the spring of 1842 
he returned once more to Illinois 
By some irresistible attraction, where 
ever he wandered, Illinois alway 
drew him back to the soil and the 
people of whom he was to become a 
part, and so weighty and worthy a 
representative. 
Is it trne that sora 


"destiny will shape our ends, rough 
hew them as we may ?" He tried 
be an actor; he tried to become a 
farmer, a carpenter, a miner; ho ro 
moved from Illinois to Kentucky, ti 
Indiana, to California; but he failed 
in all his efforts. 
No other stab 


would contain him, and he was driv 
en repeatedly back to Illinois, often 
against his will and his judgment 
Destiny had in store for him a mis 
sion, and would not be balked of its 
purpose. 


In 1842 he returned to Illinois 


worked at his trade when he couk 
find anything to do, and in the win 
ter of the same year he obtained 
three months of the only regular 
schooling of his life under the teach 
ing of Lemuel Allen, now a resident 
of Pekin, and who is regarded by his 
old pupil as a most capital instructor 
In the spring of 1844 he made an 
other attempt to woo the smiles oi 
fortune by joining with Allen in the 
renting of forty acres of land near 
Decatur, which they divided equally 
between oats, corn and hemp. They 


worked very hard, and at the close 


f the season the oats paid the rent 
f the land, Allen took the corn for 
iis share, and Oglesby took the raw 
lernp. He invented a machine for 
Dreaking it, spent a vast amount of 
ime in getting it ready for the mar- 
;et, and at the close of the transac 
ion he found himself with the re- 
ults in his pocket— to- wit: $6.50. 
this munificent return did not in- 
clude his board which bad been fur- 
nished him for nothing by some of 
iis relatives. 


Evidently destiny did not intend 


him for a farmer. 
He had, however, 


managed to extract some compensa- 
tion out of the year's labor. 
There 


was a flatboat built and launched at 
Decatur that year for use on the San- 
*amon river, the first of its kind at 
'hat point; and "I had the proud 
satisfaction," he says, "of having 
twisted from my flax, and on my 
walk, the rope with which the flat- 
boat was launched." 
There was 


something of the man in the boy; 
ho had worked all summer for less 
:han nothing, but he was enabled to 
serve tho public, and to a consider- 
able extent he felt that his weary 
labor had not been wholly in vain.

EDS. REPUBLICAN:—Since many con- 


flicting and damaging reports touching 
my character and reflecting on my con- 
duct as a teacher have been circulated 
and published in various newspapers of 
the United States, I deem it necessary to 
vindicate myself in tbe eyes of the world 
by publishing the facts in regard to the 
matter. The foundations for the remarks 
grew out of a method of private reproof 
which I have occasionally adopted with 
success. If a pupil has been guilly of an 
act that called for some punishment, I 
have taken my pencil and stated the error 
to them asking them to refrain from such 
conduct and come back to the path of 
right and duty, I wan prompted by the 
best ot motives and believed I gained 
more than I would have done by publicly 
reproving thein. Two or three of the 
notes were written to young lady pupils 
ami referred to nothing but their conduct 
in the school room. Through some means 
not yet known one or tivo ot these notes 
were placed in the hands of designing 
persons who circulated copies of them 
among the paron's nud pupils of my 
school. The Board of Education hearing- 
of the reports cnme to me and I told 
them I wanted tbe matter investigated. 
After obtiuntnjr all tho notes—fifteen in 
(ill, only two of which were in my writ- 
ing—the Board laid the matter before me 
and after examining the notes told me to 
go ithead wiHi the school and agreed to 
IMVB Bupt. Trainer examine the facts and 
decide. Mr. Trainer vma to come to Mn- 
con and meet the parents, the board and 
myself and decide the matter. Instead of 
doing this the notes were placed in Mr. 
Trainer's hands and many false statements 
were published in the Decatur papers. I 
was notified by Mr. Trainer to appear at 
his office and vindicate myself, I accord- 
ingly went to Decstnr on Tuesday, Feb. 
5th, and utter consulting with Mr. Trainer 
came home and acting on the advice of 
the clerk ot the board closed my school 
until the matter was investigated. Mr. 
Trainer after waiting four da) s came to 
Macou Saturday, Feb. 9th, nnd met tho 
board at tbe oince of R H. Woodcock 
and examined the notes, and after fin 
hour's consultation I was called in and 
asked to resign by Mr. Trainer. Of course 
I refused, knowing that no charge of im- 
morality conld be sustained. 
I then 


showed Mr. Trainer the following state- 
ment, signed by all the fathers and moth- 
ers interested except one mother: 


"We, the undersigned parents cf the 


daughters to whnm Prof. Overacre is 
charged with having written notes, nnd 
being the ones most closely concerned iu 
the matter, deny the charges made against 
us that we believe the notes were written 
with criminal intent, and also deny that 
we are advocatiug his removal from the 
principnlship of our school. In proof 
whereof we hereto affix our signatures." 


Mr. Trainer then prepared the follow- 


ing statement: 


MR. F. M. OVERAQBE, Macon.—Dear 


Sir: 
I have carefully considered the let- 


ters or notes purported to have been 
written by you to your lady pupils, have 
carefully considered your interpretation 
ot them and reached tbe following con- 
clusions, viz. 


1st. Considering the notes from the 


standpoint, that they were written on the 
basia of n teacher's love for his pupils and 
not as interpreted by outside parties, I 
consider a resignation the best means of 
settling the whole trouble, as this will 
have the tendency to vindicate yon find 
sooner or later prove to your patrons the 
sincerity of tbe assertion quotec! above; 
again this course will have the tendency 
to vindicate you from a manly standpoint, 
in that rather than have aa existing fac- 
tion in the school, you are willing to 
endure n sacrifice greater than might be 
expected in this case; again as womanly 
virtues are ever to be protected and fos- 
tered, it will avoid bringing before the 
public the daughters of those who are 
yonr patrons nnd thus exposing to the 
Boandal-mongers the chance for further 
remarks and inappropriate expressions. 
I therefore request your resignation, mi 
these grounds, feeling that this will be 
the best way ot settling the whole matter. 
With this request I assure vou tbnt thin 
is my sincere conviction and on the honor 
of a man, I am in duty bound to accept 
yonrintprpretation of the notes, and shall 
ever endeavor to shield yon from the 
attacks of those who would do you an in- 
jury. Trnntingthat you will cautiously 
and favorably consider the above ciourse, 
I am very truly,

I then asked the board what proposition 


they had to make in case I resigned, and 
they unanimously agreed to reinstate me 
if the majority of the Ipeal voters were 
willing. Mr. Trainer said he would see 
that the board carried out their promise. 
Acting on the advice of my friends I then 
tendered my rp^ignntion on the above 
condition. On Monday a petition written 
by Mr. Trainer was circulated and HO of 
the ICO legal voters signed it.. The board 
met in the evening nnd the petition wan 
Inid before them nnd they re-emploverl 
me for the remainder of the term, and I 
resumed mv duties, as Principal of Macon 
school on Tuesday morning. T was never 
expelled bv the board and only resigned 
conditionally. 


The statement that mv resignation was 


unconditional in false. I resigned on the 
nonditionn expressed in Supt. Trainer's 
letter, and nnt because I was guilty of 
anv immorality. 


I wan told by a member of the board 


that if I would not institute legal proceed- 
ings for damages he(fchp member of tlie 
board) would burn up all the notes, He 
did so.

The prevailing interest on the , 


subject of street improvement comes 
at a most opportune time, for there 
is uo season of the year when our 
streets.are so nearly impassable as 
dnrirjg the months of February aud 
(lurch. 
Decatur is no lunger a \il 


t'ge, where business can be put over 
'rom day to day on account of bad 
weather or muddy street?. 
We have 


jrown to the importance of a city, 
where business and traffic must be 
iarried on regardless of inconvon- 
ences or the lack of proper facilities. 
With our present streets our indus- 
tries are more or less crippled and 
;he volume of business kept within 
imits so circumscribed as to seri- 
ously interfere 
with the general 


prosperity of our people. 
There is 


a crying demand for such streets as

Under our present system (and \vo 
will never have good streets by a re-

aas not been the rule to entail any 
considerable expense upon property- 
owners against their will. 
It is safe

majority of the people acquiesce in 
any proposed improvement it will 
not be made. 
The history of this 


;lass of impiovements in Decatur, as 
well as in other cities, is that however 
much some may oppose them all are 
atisfied after the work is done and 
none are willing to admit afterwards 
ihat they have any desire to have the 
old order of things reinstated.

The day of the annual silliness and some 


fun is at hand, and Valentines, good, bad 
and indifferent, beautiful and ugly, ex- 
pensive and "cheap as dirt," are Hying 
about thick and fast, making tough work 
for Postmaster Lytle and hia olerku, 
causing some bearta to go pit-a-pnt, pit-a- 
pat with loving beats, aad ethers to 
throb with righteous indignation—all "on 
account of Eliza" and dear Adolphus or 
"that mean thing." The children take 
the lead, as they do every year, in send- 
ing the missives, and the stationers hove 
gathered in the dimes and dollars in great 
heaps. The postoflice lobby is crowded 
and the clerks have been kept on the 
jump without intermission. 


The St. Valentine festival is a qneer 


one and is as "old as the hills." How the 
festival originated has hardly been satis- 
factorily determined. St. Valentine was 
a bishop or presbyter who was beheaded 
at Borne, during the reign of Claudius, 
in the year of 270, and afterward was 
early canonized. Weatly saja that St. 
Valentine was so famous for his love und 
charity that from him sprang the custom 
of celebrating the festival by choosing 
valentines, which is still adhered to. 
Others account for the origin of the festi- 
val by the fact it is supposed lhat the 
birds mated on this day. Another ex- 
planation is that the custom is derived 
from the old Boman feast of Lupercalia, 
when the names of a large number ot 
maidens were placed on slips in a box 
and the young men permitted to draw 
them. The pastor of the early church, 
being unable to correct this custom, the 
names of both sexes were put in tbe box, 
and whatever names were drawn together 
were the valentines of the other. The 
custom of giving presents on Valentine 
day has long existed. The history of how 
the festival was changed to the custom of 
to-day was neAer told.

On the contrary, lie 
sccmi'd as agreeable a gentleman as one is 
:icciii4nmed to meet. 
When the reporter 


introduced himself Mr. Laflin shook him 
cordially by the hand and said: ''Well, I 
sue some of the newspapers havo been do- 
iiiL- 
lui-ir very best to 
drive ma 
in- 


sane. 1 think you will agree with me, 
however, that I am about as sane a lunatic 
us ever walked. Perhaps I cna explain 
matters a little more clearly than the re- 
ports 
already published. About 
three 


years ago I met at 
Lake 
Minnetonka, 


Minn,, Miss Florence Meyer, the daughter 
of Mr. M. Meyer, who is enija'/ed in the 
sute transfer business in St. Louli. A week 
later we became engaged and I informed 
iny parents of the fuel. 
While my mother 


seemed pleased with the match my father 
dul not look upon it with so much favor. 
lie is now reconciled, however. 
Never- 


thclei-s we resolved upon marriage. 
April 


10, ISSi, while exiiming a Smith & Wesson 
revolver I was accidentally shot.

1 believe, I took a small drink at whisky, 
and this, coupled with the fact that I bud 
made numerous inquiries as to whether any 
replies lo my telegrams had been received, 
uml paced the corridor of tbe hotel as if 
very much agitated at their non-appear. 
rtnce, established the conviction 
in the 


minds of tbe hotel men that 1 was un es- 
caped lunatic and should be treatej ac- 
cordingly. 
Imagine my surprise, then, 


when, on retiring, I 
found two ofliuers 


and a reporter guarding the donr of my 
bed-room. Xot being able to induce them 
to leave 1 sent a messenger boy to police 
headquarters

and llickey r">.ponded, and after staling 
the situation to them I was astounded by 
an order to surrender my revolver.

"But come and see mj wife," said Mr. 
Lallin as he led the v:ay to the dining room, 
At a table sat a beautiful young lady, who 
was introduced as Mrs. Lnflin, nnd her 
sister, Miss Meyer, 
avcrypretiy miss of 


about eighteen. Mrs. Lafliu pronounced 
the stories published as too ridiculous 
lo warrant even the slightest notice, and 
banded her husband four dispatcucs. As 
Mr. Laflin glanced at one of them, he ex- 
claimed, "there's a dispatch which bad it 
arnied yaslerday, might have spared us all 
this notoriety and annoyance," and he ex- 
hibited a telegraphic order for the long de- 
layed remittance.

from his father dated Saugerties, New 
Yoi-r., .sMiing that he was on his way to the 
city.
